Thus the 
bird is driven forward by the air 
coming against it from the front. 
Moreover the force of the air on the 
wing at O, tending to rotate it around 
C as a fulcrum, is opposed by the 
pull of gravity centered at B, which 
tends to rotate the weight of the 
bird down around C as a fulcrum. 
These. two tendencies pitted against 
one another secure the fore and aft 
stability, the resultant motion being 
forward in the plane of the wing. In 
this manner the bird sails in a way 
very much resembling a sailing ship.

VALUE OF BULLSEVES. 


Size of Marke Shot at by Expert 

Riflemen and the Value of Each 
Hit on Target. 

“a bullseye is a bullseye,” is an ex- 
pression frequently used ‘1 connection 
with rifle shooting, but those unfamil- 
jar with military rifle practice as at 
present conducted have little concep- 
tion of what is meant by a buliseye 
on tae regulation targets. 

The ranges at which shooting now 
takes place are 200, 300, 500, 600, 500, 
969 and 1000 yards. For these ranges 
three targets are employed. ; 
The first is target A, which is used 
at 200 and 300 yards. It ta six feet 
tall and four feet in width, with a 
bullseye in the center eight inches in 
diameter. This is surrounded by a 
circles twenty-six inches in diameter. 
Another eircle is forty-six inches in 
diameter. The buliseye counts 5, a 
shot in the inner circle 4, in the outer 
circle 3, and on the remainder of the 
target 2. 

B target which is used at 500 
and 600 yards is six feet square. It 
has a twenty-inch bullseye and iae 
firet cirele is thirty-seven inches and 
the second circie fifty-three incses in 
diameter. The value of the shots is 
the same as on the A target.,

The exports of South Africa are now running 
at something like $375,000,000 ear, and the imports 
are over $250,000,000, making a total carrying trade of 
more than $625,000,000. All of this goes in European 
vessels, and the greater part of the freight is paid to the 
Germans and British. The goods are sent to Europe, 
and many are then transshipped to the United States. 
We are the best customers for the diamonds and the os- 
trich feathers, and many of the skins find their way to 
eur tanneries. 


An American Bank Needed. 


We should have steamships and banks of our own 
through which to do our business without paying toll to 
London. As it is now, the banks of South Africa are 
operated with British capital, and they are all yielding 
big dividends. The Standard Bank of South Africa pays 
17 per cent. and the Natal Bank made a clear profit of | 
$500,000 last year on a capital of $2,500,000. About the | 
lowest interest in Johannesburg is 8 per cent., and 
one-eighth of 1 per cent. and more is charged on remit- 
tances abroad.

While walking through 
the works one of the American managers showed ‘me 
an engine used for pumping which had a gear wheel 
thirty feet in diameter. 


“That engine,” said he, “has the biggest wheel of the 
kind in the world. It was designed by a well-known 
American engineer named Seymour, when he was in 
Africa, and the plans and specifications were ‘sent to 
Simpson & Co., the celebrated engine builders of Eng- 
land. They thought the job too big for them, and we 
then forwarded the plans to Frazer & Chalmers of the 
United States. They made the wheel for us, and it 
works like a charm.

NOTES ON THE PENDING STRUGGLE 
IN THE DUAL MONARCHY. 


By a S pecial Contributor. 
HE eyes of the world have again been turned to 
Austria-Hungary. When the Sultan is not dying, 
and the Macedonians are not in revolt, and Emperor 
William is not startling the kitchen cabinets of Europe, 
then the newspaper press has good old Francis Joseph on 
the eve of his demise, and we hold our breath and won- 
der, 
Probably no one other sjngle person’s death will have 
so large an effect on the balance of power of the world 
today as that of the “Kénig-Kaiser.” 
Austria-Hungary presents the most interesting study 


that history has ever known. Never elsewhere has there 
been such a complexity of races living absolutely sepa- 
rate and distinct, and yet side by side as those over 
whom he governs. 


We in this country cannot understand it. We may be 
of German stock, or even emigrants ourselves. Next 
door may be a family of French, and beyond, those 
whose names are Swedish or Norwegian. We, however, 
do not respect them the less for this, or they us. We

In Hungary, however, these different branches do 
really hate or despise one another.

A TRUE STORY OF EXPERIENCES ON 
SHORE OF LAKE SUPERIOR. 
By a Special Contributor. 
OR many years it was my pleasure to spend the 
summer vacation along the north shore of Lake 
Superior. It is a wonderful country; for several 
hundred miles there is no beach to speak of; rocky, al- 
most perpendicular cliffs come sheer down to the edge 


of the water, and except where some stream has cut a 
passage through them, and an occasional narrow beach, 


there are no landing places for small boats even, and | 


for ships and steamers it would be certain wreck for 
them to be cast away. 

In the matter of undergrowth the vegetation all along 
this shore is tropical in its luxuriance, of course not so 
in its character, but the larger growth is great indeed, 
being largely pine and coniferous trees with a heavy 
admixture of trees of the hardwood varieties. 

I always spent the summer much the same way—hired 
a big Mackinac boat, the white man’s improvement on 
a birch-bark canoe, stockéd it with plenty of provisions 
and a small tent, secured a couple of Chippewa Indians 
to go with me, and spent the time, usually about thirty 
days, sailing along the shore, landing at nightfall when 
and where we could. Both the Indians could speak 
some English, were good sailors, were sober, reliable, 
honest and loyal men. 

Late one afternoon we had made a landing at the 
mouth of a small river, and while the Indians were set- 
ting up the tent I strolled off up the stream and was 
sitting on a rock sketching, when a huge dog came out 
of the woods toward me. 

He was one of those big fellows that the people in 
that part of the world have; a cross between an Eskimo 
Husky and an English Mastiff: a powerful breed, used to 
haul toboggans in the winter time with loads of all sorts, 
but in the summer they are turned loose to shift for 
themselves. They form into bands or packs, like so 
many ae and go marauding, hunting for anything 
and everything they think they can pull down and de- 
vour. I have seen them trout fishing, and good they 
were, too, at the game. 


This dog was alone, and in a pitiable condition. He 
had been in a battle with some wild beast, and one ear 
and part of his scalp were torn loose from his hedd and 
hung down over his eye on that side. He came right 
up to me and in perfectly plain dog language made me 
understand that he wanted help. We went down to the 
stream and I washed the dirt and maggots out of the 
wound. While I was doing that the Indians collected a 
quantity of balsam by picking the blisters on the fir 


trees; then I got a needle and thread and sewed the flap 


back where it belonged; the dog whined and winced, for 
it must have hurt him dreadfully, but he made no at- 
tempt to bite or run away from the operation; then we 
daubed the balsam from the fir trees all along the edges 
of the wound, gave him a good meal, and in the night 
he disappeared. 


The two Indians and myself finished the cruise as 
we had planned—and another along the same shore in 
much the same way the next year, and the incident of 
the dog was fast becoming a fading memory. 

The third year I was there again with one of my two 
Indians and one who was a stranger. One day we were 
sailing along the shore, more than a hundred miles from 
where the dog had been cared for, when we saw a rick- 
ety wooden pier putting out into the water at one of 
the few reaches of rocky, shelving, heav'ly-wooded 
shore. The boat was headed in for it, and as we came 
near a couple of dozen of those big dogs came bounding 
down on the pier to meet us. Hungry and fierce, they 
gave us a savage welcome, for we would have made a 
fine meal for them, but an old Indian came down, and 
with a club brutally beat them off—all but one, who re- 
fused to be beaten back, and who, as I stepped out of the 
boat, fawned on me and, licking my hand, showed in 
every way that a dog could that he knew me and was 
glad to see me. | 

After a few words of welcome, the Indian said (his 
English was not very good, but I will make it plain for 
this story:) “Now I know who fix my dog. I, too, 
want to thank you as well as the dog, for he is a very 
good dog and I would be sorry to lose him. Come to 
my house.” I went with him to his home, a rough-built 
but comfortable log cabin. Here he had lived for half 
a century, in summer time catching fish for one of the 
great fish companies, and in the winter working in the 
lumber camps. With him was his wife, and that day it 
so happened that three of his grandchildren were there, 
too. Dinner was nearly ready, and I was asked to eat 
with them. We all sat down to a rough-made log table, 
on log benches without any backs ;:then we all stood up, 
and crossing himself, my Indian host asked the blessing 
of Goat on that of which we were about to partake, a 
boiled white fish and a bucket of water, nothing else, not 
even had they any. salt for it. The fishing season had 
been a failure that year and they were starving, yet 
they stood ready to divide what they had with a white 
man whom they had not seen until an hour before. - 
I nearly choked with shame and emotion, and when all 
too soon the meal was over, we all went down to the 
boat and I got some sugar and tea, some pork and beans, 
some canned stuff and salt and gave them to the grate- 
ful wife, and I know they had a few good nieals that 
barren summer. To the old man I gave a bag of to- 
bacco, and we loaded our pipes, and when they got well 
going he told me a strange story. 

Said he: “I have lived here many years, and one 
summer there came to my cabin a young white man. I 
did not know what his business was, nor his name, but 
he had something that stood on three long legs that he 
looked into; then he made marks in a little book; some- 
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times he would take my eldest boy with him and they 
would be gone in the woods several days at a time, and 
sometimes he would sit on that bent tree over yonder 
and make a noise on something that he would Aol un- 
der his chin while he pulled a stick with long hairs on 
it across it. I don’t know what it was, but the dogs 
would howl, and it made me cry sometimes. One day a 
boat came sailing up to my pier as yours did today and 
a man in it called out: ‘Hello, Baker! jump right in 
and come back;’ and without stopping to get any of his 
things, he said a few words to me, and, telling me to 
care for what was his until he came again for them, he 
‘got in the boat and sailed away; that was thirty years 
ago, and he has never been back; would you Iike to see 
what he left?” 


Of course; 80 we went into the cabin and his wife 
climbed up into a sort of loft overhead and handed 
down, first, a surveyor’s theodolite, made in London, 
England; it had seen much hard service, but was in 
good condition. The next thing was a case containing 
a violin. The strings were all run down and useless, 
but the tone as told by tapping it seemed to be very 
good. The woman then came down, but the man told 
her to go back and bring the rest of the stuff, and she 
brought a book and a bag. The book was a volume of 
Shakespeare's plays, the other thing was a canvas bag 
about big enough to have held a quart. She handed 
them to her husband and he passed them over to me. 
Looking closely, I found written faintly on one of 
the fly leaves the name, in pencil, “S. W. Baker.’ The 
bag I untied, and turned out on the table nearly $300, in 
English money, nearly all of it gold. I could scarcely 
speak for astonishment. Here was an Indian family 
starving, and it was not the first time they had been in 
that condition, with that much money in the house, and 
they knew full well the value of it, and what it would 
buy. 1 told him he ought to use it, that the owner 
would not likely ever come for it, etc., but he was sor- 
rowfully indignant that I would even hint that he would 
be so faithless to the trust confided in him thirty years 
ago. | 
The next day I sailed away, and my travels took me 
otherwheres for the ten years foliowing. Then one vear 
I came back to the north shore of Lake Superior, and, 
getting a boat of the same sort and a couple of Indians, 
not the same ones I had formerly taken, we struck out 
for a sail. One day we came to the place where I had 
met the faithful Indian, but the little pier was gone, the 
roof of the cabin had fallen in, and the home was a pa- 
thetic ruin—and we sailed away. | 


About a week later, still sailing along the shore, we 
saw a well-made pier with a flagstaff on the outer end 
of it and a little brass cannon close by the base of the 
staff. As we were making fast to the pier, a young man 
came along and gave us a most cordial greeting. I saw 
that he was an Indian, and, after a few commonplaces, 
asked him about the ruined house up the lake and its 
master. He told mec that that man was his grandfather, 
and asked me to partake of the hospitality of his home. 


It was a handsome one-story dwelling fitted with ev- 
ery necessary convenience of civilization. He intro- 
duced me to his wife, an Indian, a lady in every respect, 
a graduate of a convent school at Montreal. He said 
that his grandfather and grandmother having grown 
old, he had brought them there, and that now they were 
forever at rest in a little burying-ground near by. 


T was curious to know what had become of the articles 
I had seen in the old cabin. He told me that the violin, 
the theodolite and the book were still in his possession, 
the money he had partly used in the funeral expenses of 
the old people, and what was left of it was in the same 
bag in a safety deposit vault. 


We got out the book again and by comparing dates 
came to the conclusion that it might have belonged 


} to him who afterward became Sir Samuel White Baker, 


the noted English explorer and author, but of this we 
could not be certain. The violin he had restrung and 
it proved to be an instrument of wonderfully sweet 
tone. 

We stayed there a couple of days, and when we sailed 
away a group of Indians hoisted the union jack of the 
British empire to the head of the flagstaff and fired a 
salute of seyen guns from the little cannon—and this 
Indian experience came to me, and the story of it to you. 
all because of kindness to a dog in distress.

Unique Solar Atlas. 

The preparation of a solar atlas by private enterprise 

is a unique undertaking which is being completed by J. 
Franklin Adams, an English astronomer. The gentle- 
may expects to complete his work in a few months. In- 
cidentally it will include the indexing of 23,000,000 stars. 
Mr. Adams’s method has been to divide the firmament 
into 212 squares, which have been photographed on spe- 
clally-prepared plates fifteen inches square. The south- 
ern constellations he photographed in South Africa, the ‘¢ 
rest have been taken at his observatory near Godalming. 
The observatory is considered one of the best equipped 
in private ownership. The total of 23,000,000 stars is ex- 
plained to be an estimate, although comparative accu- 
racy can be obtained by an ingenious microscopical de- 
vice which has been invented by Mr. Adams for the pur- 
pose.—{Unidentified.

A Visit TO THE SUMMER HOME OF 
 §$SPANISH SOVEREIGNS.

EVEN miles to the southwest from the old city of 
Segovia, with its ancient walls and crumbling tow- 
ers, its alcazar perched so airily, so daringly upon 
precipitous rocky heights, its impressive aqueduct span- 
ning the valley with its lofty double arches which have 
stood since the time of Augustus, a monument to the 
skill of those greatest of all builders, the Romans, the 
road to La Granja runs across the plains, through the 


royal domain of “Quita Pesares” (Sans Souci) to San 
Ildefonso, the charming little hamlet which nestled

of statuettes and sprays. It is of this last that Philip 
V exclaimed, when shown by his wife, Isabella Famese, 
who had had the fountains placed in the gardens as a 
surprise during a long absence of her husband: “This 
has cost me three millions and given me three minutes’ 
pleasure.” But if this king’s enjoyment was brief, many 
generations have since delighted in their beauty. 


Many historical events have taken place in this fa- 
vorite palace. Crowns have been resigned, important 
documents signed and famous guests received. 


Here King Alfonso XIII and Queen Victoria in 1906 
passed a great part of their ““Miel de Luna,” as the Span- 
ish term the honeymoon, and every now and then these 
young monarchs return to La Granja and lead a simple 
life, fishing, hunting, riding and picnicking in the 
charming park. And here, owing to her love for its 
peaceful surroundings, it is that the young and much-

‘he Ermitage of San Ildefonso. 


Near by the Ermitage the Hieronymite monks estab- 
_ lished a granja or farm, afterward known as “La 
Granja.” Attracted by its natural beauties, Henry V 
purchased the granja in 1719 and began the erection of a 
chateau and garden resembling those of Versailles. The 
beautifying of La Granja has continued during the in- 
tervening centuries, until now it is considered the most 
enchanting summer palace in Europe. 


Hanging on the side of the snow-capped Guadarrama 
Mountains, the summit of Mount Pefialara looming 
nearly 8000 feet above, overlooking fertile vegas, cooled 
by refreshing breezes, the situation of La Granja is in- 
deed incomparable. Designed by Italian architects, the 
palace, which is of white marble, is rich in embellish- 
ments, very extensive, and adjoined by a collegiate 
church whose dome appears to crown the palace. The 
handsome main facade fronts the mountains and a con- 
ventiona! parterre and a series of cascades which fall 
from the hills above form a delightful vista. While not 
so imposing nor so great in extent as the famous cha- 
teau after which it was modeled, La Granja possesses 
an exquisite homelike charm which could never have 
existed at Versailles. 


The gardens are known as the “Jardines Altos’ and 
“Jardines Bajas,” or upper and lower gardens, and 
through them one may wander for hours discovering 
new beauties at every turn: wondrous fountains, grace- 
ful statues and sculptured vases whose marbles gleam 
through the green of the forest. There are rippling 
brooks half-hidden by ferny banks, glassy pools and 
flashing cascades, rustic bridges, inviting arbors and 
benches, hurdles and barriers in shady lanes, for those 
on equestrian pleasures bent, and the quiet of the deep 
woods carpeted with dainty flowers. The song of the 
fearless wild birds pervades La Granja with a delicious 
restfulness.

Dolphin Hunting.

Several species of dolphins are to be met with near the , 


shores of Brittany. The largest is known to science as 


Delphinus delphis, and differs from other varieties by its 


long jaws—very like the beak of a big bird, and armed 
with about sixty teeth as hard and sharp 4s steel. Its 
length may reach nine feet, and it weighs from 300 to 
400 pounds. A swift swimmer, it preys on the schools of 
herrings, following them right up to the Scottish waters. 
In spite of its greed, it is noted for its mild temper, and 
frequently amuses itself by playing around ships in the 


open sea. Then there is the Delphinus tursio, or soufe- | 
fleur.

He declares 
that he often came into “el pueblo” Los Angeles from 
San Bernardino, arriving at 7 p.m. and being on the road 
back at 9 the same evening, “because he had no major- 
domo and there was much work to do.” He says they 
were up at 3 in the morning, said their devotions and 
then the men went out to care for the cattle, bring them 
in from the range, watch for bear or thieving Indians; 
they spent the day in the fields, bringing in wood, sowing 
seeds and harvesting.

These were all 
copied. Thus ft will be seen that the library is rich in 
material concerning the history and the early life of the 
southern section of the State. 

The acquisition of the Bancroft collection by the Uni- 
versity of California opens a new era for historical study 
in the West. It has made possible the establishment of 
a new department in the university—the Academy of 
Pacific Coast History, the foundation of which is the 
rich store of material furnished by Mr. Bancroft’s efforts. 
The Academy and its library are now housed in the 
California building of the university, and the work of 
getting the contents of the collection into the most avail- 
able shape for use has begun. But the completion of 
the magnificent new library of the University, already 
under way, will give ample room and every facility for 
utilizing the Bancroft Library. 

The new library is made possible by the bequest of 
the late Charles Franklin Doe of San Francisco, a lum- 
ber merchant and steamship manufacturer, who left one- 
fourth of his estate to the university for this purpose. 
The earthquake and fire greatly depreciated the value 


But the sum of $650,000 is now to be expended, leaving an 


plate the expenditure of $400,000 more upon the baild- 
ing at some time in the future, when the need arises. 
The library is being built under the direction of Charles 
Galen Howard, professor of architecture and supervis- 
ing architect of the college, according to the Phoebe A. 
Hearst plans for the unifying and perfection of the uni- 
versity buikiings and grounds. On its cumpletion, two 
years hence, it will be one of the finest and most per- 
fectiy-equipped libraries in the country. 

The possibilities of the Bancroft collection in the 
hands of trained library workers and historical students 
are almost unlimited, and with facilities for fits use, it 
will attract students from all parts of the United States 
and from all Spanish-American countries. Our histori- 
cal collection now ranks with the best in the United 
States and furnishes unequaled material for research 
and study of history, ethnography, and. kindred sub- 
jects relating to the Pacific Coast and to Spanfsh-Amer- 
fean territory. And its valne must constantly tncrease 
with time and with the addition of such additional col- 
lections of manuscripts and other sources as must con- 
tinually appear—although never again in such quan- 
tity as accumulated by Mr. Bancroft.

now stand the two most beautiful sacred edifices—Sainte 
Chapelle and Notre Dame. Under the latter’s high 
Gothic arches was witnessed the magnificent spectacle 
of the coronation of Napoleon I, and now it has in its 
sacristy the gorgeous vestments and robes used in that 
ceremony. In the bequests of diamonds and precious 
stones, as settings in coronets, crowns, chalice 
strance and other sacred vessels, this treasure has the 
value of many times a king’s ransom. But the most 
priceless treasure of all is the Crown of Thorns and a 
portion of the True Cross which was brought from Jeru- 
salem by the Crusader St. Louis. Since the tax on 
church property it is carefully guarded at the house of a 
trusted parishioner, and only to be seen at Notre Dame, 
through glass doors, on Fridays during Lent. 


Across the river rise the grim, gray towers of the 
Palais de Justice and Conciergerie. This was the site 
of the medieval palace of the kings of France. The Salle 
St. Louis, with its stone-vaulted ceiling and huge fire- 
places, now half-sunken below the grade of the street, 
is a memorable room, and one would almost think it 
had been hewn out of solid rock. This and the two 
round towers facing the river are the only parts of the 
original thirteenth-century palace fortress yet standing. 
These towers served as prisons for royalty. Beyond this 
hall is the Court of Mai—a tribunal court in the dark 
days of the city’s history, and every stone is said to 
have reeked with the blood of its unnumbered victims in 
massacres and executions. Then on through a series of 
smaller halls and courts, each with its tragic tale of 
some noted prisoner who here made his last stand; “on 
that shelf balcony Robespierre, there on those steps 
Charlotte Corday and the beautiful Madam du Barry, 
and here in the cart starting to his execution, Camille 
Desmoulins,” and so on through the long list of illus- 
trious names, one comes to the smal! dark cell where the 
-fil-fated Marie Antoinette was imprisoned for seventy- 
six days prior to her execution. One stoops low to enter 
the door which was half-ceiled as an added indignity to

birth of the new co ; 

The Spanish conquest of Porto Rico. more than a cen- 


valleys slowly reveal themselves. Objects on the shore 


become individualized. The Stars and Stripes gleam out 
above the grim battlements of El Morro, and the tall 
palms wave and nod approval of the strange combina- 
tion—the new banner over the castle which was old 
when the nation was born whose flag floats above it. 
Rounding the projecting angle of El Morro, passing 
Ponce de Leon’s Casa Blanca, watching the frowning 
heights of San Cristobal only a little less venerable than 
El Morro, sailing into the land-locked. harbor past the 
massive city walls which rise precipitously 100 feet or 
more from the water’s edge, one seems to be gliding 
back through the centuries into the days of moats and 
drawbridges and dark towers and dungeon keeps and 
verye brayve knightes and fayre ladyes and their sto- 
ried adventures. The bronze bodies of naked boys div- 
ing for coins tossed into the sea by the ship’ passen- 
gers seem a natural part of the oriental scene. Beyond 
the picturesque shipping gathered in the inner harbor 
are the palm-decorated shores with their background of 
blue hills in the distance. | 


Within the city walls the narrow streets; the low 
houses with their stuccoed walls decorated in flat tints 
of purple, green, whice, brown, yellow, pink, vermilion, 
blue; the iron grillwork of doors and windows; the lat- 
ticed casements; the jutting balconies; the inner pa- 
tios; the open miradors, all suggest Moorish fancy or 


Moorish ideals. 
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tury earlier than the coming of the English to Massa- 
chusetts and Virginia, was near the close of the seven 
centuries of Moorish domination in Spain.

The isolation of the island, at the southeastern ex- 
tremity of the Greater Antilles, has modified her devel- 
opment. Three thousand miles from Cadiz, 1000 miles 
from Havana, a little farther from Key West, 1200 miles 
from Charleston, the same distance from Panama, 1420 
miles from New York—her people have been a law unto 
themselves in some respects, feeling neither the re- 
straints nor the incentives which influence communities 
as well as individuals living in close relations with 
neighbors. The isolation has been not only geographic- 
al, but governmental. Until the last quarter of the 
eighteenth century, the privilege of immigration to the 
island was restricted to Spaniards. After 1778 Catholic 


workmen of other nations were granted admittance. It 


was not until 1815 that immigration was permitted 
without sectarian or class restrictions. 

The New Yorker arriving at San Juan today realizes 
his change of longitude even more than of latitude. The 
temperature makes its impression, but so modified by 
the steadily-blowing trade winds that he feels little dis- 
comfort, even ai the end of his five days of voyaging 
southward. That he has reached the tropics impresses 
him less vividly than the fact that he has exchanged 
the Occident for the Orient.

Dispensing, once for all, with stairways, chimneys and 
windows, the architects and builders have found easy 
tasks even in the localities where side walls are counted 
necessary. Where walls are eliminated and all require- 


ments may be met by thatched roofs supported by poles, busy with larger affairs, or too 


building problems are greatly simplified. | 
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restoration of the spiritual] life in Spain. One names , 
“the predominance of passion over will” as “an origi- 
nal dynamic defect” of the national character, and the 
substitution of “the socially inadequate sentiment of 
friendship and affection” for the principle of justice as

The waving palms are not to change to 
sturdy pines. The tree ferns are not to become gnarled 
oaks. The tendrils of swaying vines are to find support 
and strength in forms adapted to their need. Porto 
Rico, the fairy land of perennial beauty, is feeling her 
way to contact with that Divine Vitality which, alone, 
can make a people strong and great. |

class passengers only. They are said to have come into 
existence to fill the demand for special luxury on behalf 
of “upper-class” travelers in England. In recent scars 
there has been a species of invasion by second and even. 
third-class passengers into first-class compartments, 
whenever trains have been overcrowded, and it is 
thought that the adoption of the American system of 
vestibuled trains fitted up so luxuriously will at least 
give first-class passengers the worth of their money 
and the “exclusiveness” they require. Pullman cars, as 
such, have been used in England for years, but no train 
here has ever before been fitted up with anything like 
the expense, verging on extravagance, which distin- 
guishes this particular train.

“These discomforts, supplemented by the odor of stale 
food in the heavy, earth-laden atmosphere of the over- 
crowded caves, so offended my mother’s sensibil- 
ities that, persuaded by her, my father caused a private 
eave for the exclusive use of his own family to be com 
structed in one of the hills behind the Military Hospital.

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LIFE OF A TREE. 


ITs CONDITIONS SIMILAR TO THOSE OF 
ANIMAL LIFE. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


TREE in passing from birth to death has a life 

history as well determined by stages of develop- 

ment as life in the human family. Its birth, 
growth, maturity, decline, and final death from old age 
is just as definite as ours. It has organs with vital func- 
tions and systems of digestion, respiration, etc., so that 
it drinks, eats, and breathes after a fashion and in a 
way peculiarly its own; and while inanimate all the 
functions are performed for the same purpose and in a 
manner not entirely dissimilar to the corresponding ones 
in our animate or animal life. 


The life of a tree is dependent upon breath and fresh 


air both above and below ground, and the tree breathes 


for the same purpose as man, inhaling oxygen and ex- 
haling carbonic acid gas. This breathing is not local- 
ized as in man, but takes place both above and below 


. ground or from roots to twigs through leaf pores or bark 


lenticels. As with us the process is continuous through 
waking and sleeping, which in trees may be designated 
as growth and dormancy, for the tree but hibernates as 
do our bears and some other members of the anime! 
kingdom. 

its soluble contents, although it also feeds somewhat on 
carbon from the air. The trae depends for food largely 
upon the mineral compounds in the water taken up by 


' the roots. These are not assimilated separately, but a 


few or many elements may be present in the water in 
solublé form, and if these foods are available in large 
quantity the growth of the tree is rapid and vigorous. 
Fertile soils contain an abundance of the essential ele- 
ments while sterile soils are more or less deficient in 
plant food and of course trees upon such soils grow 
more slowly and with noticeably less vigor or vitality 
than those where food is more plentiful. 


A tree may again be found comparable to man in 
that it can only grow when supplied with proper quan- 


tities of air, light, heat, and water. Trees denied any 
‘one of these elements, either above or below the ground, . 


will perish. Even in the soil there must not be total 
darkness except at some depth, for air must pen- 
etrate the surface soil freely, and where there is 
fresh air there is some light as distinguished 
from total darkness. In Garvanza we have lately 
removed the oiled-surface soil from about four 
‘large oaks standing in the streets. This oll effectually 
sealed the roots from fresh-air supply, and the trees 
were perishing when liberated from this choking or 
stifling process. The reproductive process in the tree 
is usually accomplished by seeds, although many will 
naturally reproduce by buds. In propagating trees the 


intelligent horticulturist takes advantage of this fact 


and sows of some while wih others he 
tings only.

Departments like the House Beautiful are a vital ne- 
cessity to people who are alming to build attractive 
home places; but when a newcomer rushes into garden- 
ing he is forced to rely upon the descriptions of plants 
and directions for their care found in our seed and nur- 
sery catalogues. Being a Californian of more than 
twenty years’ residence, the writer is proud of the fact 
that our standard of honesty in this respect is unusually 
high. Our Southern California catalogues certainly do 
not overstate the value or attractiveness of plants to 
the same extent as do the leading eastern firms. 

Nevertheless, nearly all are remiss in failing to state 
the undesirable points about certain plants, choosing 
rather to be generous about the matter as is advised in 
speaking of your fellows: “If you can’t say anything 
good for a man, don’t speak ill of him.”” So they may 
be somewhat excusable. Last year, one who makes it a

carefully looked over the catalogues of 125 eastern seeds- | 


men who listed the Davis wax bean and found that 77 
speak of its good quality, 82 speak of the beauty of its 
pods, 96 speak of its vigor and productiveness of vine, 


30 call it stringless, and only seven admit that it is 
stringy or not of the best quality. Now this bean has 
been in cultivation 10ng enough so that everybody knows 
of its character and value; but can a description which 
fails to mention the distinctly stringy character of its 
beautiful pod be called complete? This is not an ex- 
ceptiona! but a typical case, both in vegetables and orna- 
mentals. Very rarely is any quality which could be con- 
sidered as a defect mentioned, while those which are 
valuable are spoken of in exaggerated terms of praise. 
There is no question but the people like to be hum- 
bugged. A few years ago a canvasser for an eastern 
plant house sold, through the medium of most gor- 
geously-colored plates, hundreds of clematis on own 
roots. Most of these straightway died. The attention 
of the writer was first called to this fraud by the wife | 
of a prominent Broadway dry-goods merchant residing 
in the southwest portion of Los Angeles. Upon inves- 

tigation it was found that larger piants of the same — 
sorts, grafted on native roots could be obtained at two 

local plant houses (on Olive and Wall streets) for just | 
one-half the price paid. From this one deal it will ap- . 
pear that our local plant dealers who send out cata- 
logues are not the greatest offenders. In addition to 
fairness, many of our dealers send out catalogues that — 
fairly teem with valuable cultural directions, and so 
necessary has this feature become that dealers illy or 
insufficiently posted often have their catalogues writ- 
ten by some one possessing the desired knowledge.

In fact, the formal bed, either tn | 
the shape of an oval, circle, or star, in the center of a. 
greensward, is generally more obtrusive than pleasing. 
The next best place for the annuals after the border 
is in masses about the foundation of a building; and if 
vines of a temporary nature are desired, some of the 
rapid-growing sorts, such as Cobaea scandens, the moon- 
flower, morning glory, or cypress vine, may be appro- 
priately used for training over fences or walls, or about 
porches. 


Carnation Culture. | 


Carnations are surface feeders and therefore need a 
light, friable soil well enriched with decayed manure 
and kept stirred and moist at all times.

Tus Is THE SEASON WHEN POULTRY 
NEEDs SENSIBLE ATTENTION.

HERE is probably no time of the year when poul- 
try needs more attention of thoughtful keepers. 
With reading poultry literature this time of year, 
the novice would suppose that hens have sufferings be- 
yond extinction by the most careful keepers. Poultry 
suffers at the hands of innocent and ignorant keepers 
only, and they do not predominate. Nobody nearing or 
above 21 years of age is excusable for much either of 
innocence or ignorance, and The Times does not believe 
in coddling such people to any great extent. A child 
16 years okd can keep a flock of chickens well, because 
he can read the literature of healthy chickens and do 
well by them if he wills to; but many a child at 16 has 
not become concentrated in purpose, and some adults 
have escaped becoming so. Of the escaped, there may 
be a few to convert, and he who has a sick flock of 
chickens now should cast about him and consider him- 
self rather than his chicks. It’s more nervy to try to 


apply remedies for an incompetent keeper, but remedies 


for sick fowls escape doing good in application until 
the keeper is well dosed and concentrated. It is near- 
ly always the truth, when one’s chicks are fll he has 
done wrong by them, and a wrong he can right if he 
will do so. 

One who would not like to care thoughtfully with 
concentrated purpose for poultry should not spend 
time to ask questions about sick fowls, but kill off the 
very sick and sell the others or give them away. It’s 
a crime to keep poultry poorly, and our humane socie- 
ties will soon take up the subject. Innocent and ig- 
norant criminals of high and low degree keep poultry, 
and the condition of the fowls is able to indict them. 
People with sick fowls, as a general condition, should 
stop and consider self before going into print with a 
lot of questions about them, and waiting a Week or a 
month to see printed directions what to do, and nofe 
that he is publishing himself as a criminal of uncer- 
tain degree, and the longer his complaint the deeper 
his crime. Innocent criminality is not pardonable in

than at any other time of year, because they need it.

Some roguish boy, not vicious boy, may throw a 
heavy stone and break a hole in a hen-house top or 
Our hen houses do not have to be made of heavy 
lumber, we have such a warm country; but warm air 
can make a draft as damaging as cold, and we should 
watch and see that all is well every night after the 
birds have perched, and in the morning we should see 
that the house is clean and dry. If soft droppings have 
fallen, earth should be thrown in and stay an hour, 
then swept up and carried off. Cellar dirt, which is 
dry, is splendid to put over such a floor. A good poul- 
terer takes care to have 4 place fixed, if he has no 
cellar, before rains come, where he can get dry dirt, 
both for bath dirt and furthering dry conditions in 
houses. The co: ‘ition of droppings in the mornings 
shows how good a caretaker worked yesterday with 
the fowls, and shows that to feed mash in the morning 
is to get quick returns. When one puts on the mash 
netting and vegetable filling to boil in the morning, he 
should next go see what kind of droppings are on the 
night boards. If round and firm drops are there, all 
is well. If soft ones are there, in spite of your good 
intentions, and during the rainy winter they often re- 
sist our precautions, go put a tablespoonful of ginger 
into the wetting of a mash for twenty hens. Perhaps 
if the ginger be put in every rainy morning it will 
prevent soft droppings. During the winter cut a big 
onion in bits, or chop it, and boil it in the mash wet- 
ting, to prevent worms growing and also for tonic. 
The wetting should boil only long enough to cook the 
vegetable bits. A tablespoonful of salt should always 
go.in the mash wetting, for heart tonic. If damp 
weather makes a few fowls rheumatic, put a teaspoon- 
ful of Rochelle salts, not Epsom salts, into the wetting 
for twenty hens. An overdose of salts will physic and 
fail of purpose. 

The writer believes no way of reacning fowls with 
remedies and preventives is so,speedy and effective as 
with the hot wetting of a morning mash. Being put 
into the wetting, it gets well incdrporated into the 
crumbling mash when finished, and each fowl gets its 
portion. Well-housed poultry, fed a hot morning mash, 
and as much as will be eaten in ten minutes, with 
remedies and preventives given as foods in it, accord- 
ing as the morning droppings show up conditions, with 
fresh water in clean dishes, grit and a dust bath, 
scratch feed in a pen or litter or soft ground to induce

and grain feed of wheat and cracked corn, or the corn | 
alone in the coldest of our mild winter nights, to go 
to perch with, obliges good poultry, with good pedigree 
behind them, to be strong physical expressions of what 
we want in poultry. Good poultry has to keep well if 
treated well, and when one’s poultry is ill it is safe 
to consider one’s self convicted of crime, and a time

Never Frighten Your Birds. 


Among things to avoid in the chicken yard, fright 
comes first, when good things. have all been done. 
Poultry should be kept quiet, interested only in local 
affairs of value to them. The nervous breeds are se- 
riously harmed by what may seem small, inconsequen- 
tial frights. A toddling babe may totter up to the 
fence and keep throwing small stones at them, and 
keep them huddled with fear in a dark, cold, distant 
corner until they take cold, especially if they are not 
used to seeing children. A bigger boy may throw a 
candy box at them to see them fly and run. A neigh- 
bor’s child may delight to fret them, and the neighbor 
not understand the cruelty he permits. If told and not 
responsive, the wirc runs should be faced with white 
cloth, so the child cannot see the hens; and if he cuts 
a small hole in it the hens will not see him and enter- 
tain him by flying and running. A tight board fence 
is only necessary where one has a mean neighbor, and 
is not healthy for hens. - , 


Leghorn Supremacy Questioned. 


As egg machines the Leghorns have long held sway 
in California, and since eggs yielded better profits than 
carcass, the Mediterraneans have outnumbered the 
other classes of poultry in this State. Especially is 
this true in the northern portion of the State, where 
the S. C. White Leghorns have become so thoroughly 
intrenched that the market demand for meat has be- 
come so accustomed to small carcass that it seems al- 
most oblivious to the fact that there are breeds and 
varieties of poultry as much superior to the Leghorns 
as table fowl as Hereford cattle are better for beef 
than the popular Jersey dairy cow. To this condition 
there seem to be some objections, due undoubtedly to 
the fact that consumers are being educated to the fact. 
that there are breeds peculiarly strong as table speci- 
mens. A late report of a leading San Francisco market 
poultry dealer contains the following significant para- 
graph: 

“Continued free receipts of eastern poultry, mainly 
young chickens, operated against the advantageous dis- 
posal of ordinary domestic stock. As the eastern chick- 
ens average larger and heavier than the California 
product, the former are given the preference by retail- 
ers and. consumers at a higher range of prices than cur- 
rent or common Leghorns, which constitute the bulk of 
California offerings.” 

The latter half of this paragraph is certainly an indi- 
cation that the time is not far off when the Leghorn 
will be less and less in favor for market purposes, even 
in San Francisco, which is more largely supplied with 
Leghorn eggs and carcass than almost any other town 
in the United States. In Southern California the gen- 
eral-purpose breeds—Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes and 
Rhode Island Reds—are more prominent, hence our 
markets are better supplied with good table poultry 
than the northern metropolis. If one possesses a good 
laying strain of Rocks, Brahmas or Dorkings, it would 
seem, all things considered, that he was indeed the pos- 
sessor of the proverbial happy medium in poultry cul- 
ture. 


Care of Feeds. 


During the rainy seeson care must be taken to keep 
the feeds in a dry place. A sack of grain resting on | 
the ground will soon get stale and be unfit to feed, 
owing to the damp coki circulating from the damp 
ground. All feed bins should be off the ground six 
inches. The same conditions which make a fertile seed 
sprout also make a crushed seed sour and rot. A grain 
of corn, unbruised, will sprout in damp conditions, while 
cracked corn will heat a little and sour. EH would be all 
right to feed the sprouts, but an evil to feed the sour | 
or rotten stuff. The living bit in a seed is living to | 
the living fowl, while the dead seed is death, if much 
fed.

The same cabinet in Chief Flynn’s office that holds 
the record of Henry Moses and his confederates swal- 
lowed up the little indexed card marked “Stern, Jacob,” 
and the silent machinery of the office moved on. 

At about this time—it was in February, 1902—the in- 
spectors of Scotland Yard over in London were hot on 
the trail of the then famous Davenport gang, counter- 
feiters of Bank of England notes. After months of 
work they succeeded in locating the piant, as they 
thought, and they raided the place. The Scotland Yard 
men gathered in most of the gang, but the maker of the 
counterfeits, with the precious engraved stones, man- 
aged to slip through the net and disappear. So impor- 
tant was his apprehension and the recovery of the 
stones that the Messrs. Freshfields, solicitors for the 
Bank of England, advertised a reward of £1000 for the 
arrest of the counterfeiter and the seizure of his plant. 

A little man who lived over his printing shop in Mary- 
lebone Road, London, West, read the advertisement. It 
interested him. He pondered over it for several days, 
then he took the bus down to the vicinity of Thread- 
needle street.

inspectors ingerrogated John Schmitt. 
Under mise of the King's prosecutor that immunity 


from punishment would be given him in return for his 


turning King’s evidence the little printer gave full de- 
tails of the organization and scope of operations of the 
most extensive counterfeiting corporation that had 
come under the attention of the Yard people for years. 

Schmitt first enumerated his aliases. He had been 
known: variously as Henry Leberman, Jacob Weisman, 
John Schwartz, Leo Stein and John Davis. The last 
was his real name, he said. 

Schmitt, or Davis, as his name subsequently appeared 
in police records, said that he and his confederates had 
been in the counterfeiting business for over ten years. 
He had been the sole manufacturer of the counterfeits 
during all that time; the rest of his gang were the pass- 
ers. First they had turned out Russian documentary 
revenue stamps at a great profit, then they turned their 
attention to reproducing American express money or- 
ders, upon which they realized through agents in New 
York, Buffalo and Chicago. 

In 1897 Davis tried his hand at American $10 bills. 
Henry Moses and the four associates whom Chief Flynn 
had rounded up in New. York were the distributing 
agents for that commodity. That venture failing, he 
spent many months mastering the secret of the Bank 
of England water mark there in his little shop on Mary- 
lebone Road. Finally he was able to reproduce exactly 
the bank’s water mark, and had begun the counter- 
feiting of its notes. 


Davis gave the detectives the names of his nine ac- 
complices who remained in London. They were all ar- 


rested the same day. Bernstein was arrested when he 


arrived: at Cape Town, but not until after he had de- 
stroyed the counterfeits. 

With the destruction of the counterfeit money in 
Cape Town Harbor the prosecutor of the ten counter- 
feiters had as actual evidence of bills passed by them 
nothing but the notes seized in New York. It was also 
necessary for Chief Flynn to go to London to testify. 

Each of the gang save Davis got a heavy sentence. 
Solomon Baumash, one of those sentenced to twenty 
years at hard labor, shot himself dead with a revolver 
that was smuggled to him as he was leaving court. 

True to their word, the authorities gave Davis his lib- 
erty. They went further. A Scotland Yard man es- 
corted him to Brussels, gave him a gratuity and a warn- 
ing never to set foot in England again. 


There John Davis’s international career would have 


ended had he not been a thoroughgoing criminal. Be- 


cause he was, a final chapter has to be written. 

It was in the autumn of 1903 that information came 
to the ears of Chief Flynn in New York again which 
caused him to send some of his lieutenants up om the 
East Side among the small Jewish merchants of Ofch- 
ard and Hester streets. From time to time the secret 
service men reported to the chief the shipments of cam- 
era plates, acids and engraving tools to a certain ad- 
dress in Revere, outside of Boston. 


Chief Flynn waited. He had his men stationed in a 
house across the street from the house in Revere to 


which the goods purchased on New York’s East Side had 


been forwarded. He had the suspects in New York 
shadowed. 


Finally the chief thought it was time to bag his — 


birds. He went to Revere and, with his men, waited 
in the house across the street until late one night. 
Then after two of his lieutenants had slipped over the 
fences to the back of the house, Flynn and two others 
broke in the front door. ms 

Out of the lighted kitchen burst a little man with 
red whiskers. He ran plump into the muzzle of Flynn’s 
revolver. 

“Why, John Davis,” exclaimed Flynn with a laugh. 
“Why, John Davis, aren’t you ashamed of yourself?” 

The little man crumpled into a heap and began to 
whimper. Meanwhile the secret service men put nippers 


on two other men and a woman they found hiding in 


the cellar. In the cellar, top, they found the engraving 
plant, neat and compact, as was the plant on Maryle- 
bone Road, and some very handsome specimens of 
counterfeit American $10 bills. Not one had been circu- 
lated; the raid had been timed to the dot. 

A few more arrests were made in New York, and all 
of the Revere prisoners were convicted in the United 
States District Court at Boston. All pleaded guilty save 
John Davis, who fought his case desperately; but he was 
sentenced to thirteen years and nine months in the 
Federal prison at Atlanta, Ga. ! 


There the little counterfeiter is now. Shortly after 


his incarceration Davis offered the Federal government, 
through the Federal District Attorney in Atlanta, as the 
price of his liberty the secret of making an absolutely 
protected bill that could not be counterfeited. The 
Treasury Department rejected his offer. 


Over Chief Flynn’s desk in his office in the new cus- _ 


tomh there is a framed $10 bill, beaufifully en- 
graved in every line, green and crisp-looking. Two par- 
allel scorings of black mark it from corner to corner, for 
it is a counterfeit, one of the Davis lot passed by Henry 
Moses at the race track in 1897. Chief Flynn will point 
out this bill and compliment its maker. 

“One of the best little mechanics that ever made bad 
money,” is Chief Flynn's bill of character for John 
Davis.

FIELD NOES, 
Owning a Commission. . 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT writes to the farmers of 
Pp the United States that they should feel a sense of 

ownership in the commission that he has sent to 
California to study into ¢he conditions of farm life. I 
think the farmers of this State felt just that way toward 
the visitors, but there are other things the farmer should 
own to make the work of the commission a little less 
arduous. For instance, the farmer should own more 
of the money that is made upon the sale of his products. 
{if he could absorb his share of the legitimate profits | 
that arise between producer and consumer the question | 
of farm labor would be on the way toward solution. It 
would bring the American hired man back to the land 
and keep the farmer's own boy there, too. I heard a 
fruit grower exciaim at a public meeting recently: 
“Why. I wish we could get 10,000 coolie emigrants into 
these valleys to take care of our fruit.” Suicidal policy 
in the end, even if temporarily beneficial. And yet this 
cry came from the stress of the farm-labor conditions. 
Poor returns for fruit, the growing of crops to perish 
from lack of marketing facilities—these were causes for 
the call for cheap labor. Why not acknowledge that 
the farmer is about the only element that insists upon 
turning his products over to some irresponsible agency, 
and takes no thought that his chief business is to mar- 
ket his own crops. If the eastern commission men 
squeeze out all the profits, or do not sell the products for 
what the markets are willing to pay somewhere, the 
farmer should not take it out on his hired man by cut- 
ting wages. He should remove the cause of the neces- 
sity of wages which only the coolie can live on. If the 
producers of grain and fruit shared their portion of the 
profits of their business, there would not be very many 
questions upon rural life needing investigation al the 
President's commission. 


Commission on Country Life. 


HAD the benefits of four sessions of President Roose- 

velt’s commission while it was in this State—two at 
San Francisco and two at Sacramento. The subjects 
covered by the inquiries of this committee are now fa- 
miliar to all who take more than a passing interest in 
rural progress. The condition of farmhouses, quality of 
railroad service, postal facilities, rental conditions, hired 
help on the farm, social opportunities and many other 
phases of rural life were illuminated by very spirited 
discussions, and some of the more obscure influences 
were not overlooked But in my opinion question Num- 
ber Six proved of most novel and lasting interest to the 
commissioners, namely: “Are the farmers satisfacto- 
rily organized to promote their buying and selling inter- 
ests”” In the discussion of this topic the commission 
was first advised of the fact that California had origi- 
nated the idea of a business republic among her fruit 
growers, not monopolistic, not In opposition to any fun- 


damental law of commerce nor antagonistic to a single 


element of the fruit trade that Is — to elther the 
producer or the consumer. 


The writer was honored with the opportunity of pre- 
senting the coéperative practice of fruit marketing at 
the San Francisco meeting. The system so impressed 
the members that one of them asked for another presen- 
tation of it at Sacramento, and after adjournment Mr. 
Butterfleld of Massachusetts had the writer explain ev- 
ery detail of the exchange plan of selling fruit. He was 
surprised to find that Californians had worked out the 
most successful and only thoroughly codperative sys- 
tem of handling farm products in existence, and was 
immensely interested In the scheme. Strange to say, 
the idea of purely coéperative marketing practice was 


equally novel to many of the fruit growers present at. 


these meetings. Almost every one seemed to have 
ovrlooked the fact that the commercial principle ts the 
same in selling a basket of eggs that is involved in sell- 
ing 20,000 carloads of oranges. It Hes In both cases in 
the owner of the product gotng directly to the customer 
and negotiating the sale. The ability to sell the oranges 
is consummate, but the principle is the same. 


Bulletin on Gum Disease. 


OME of Prof. Wickson’s men have been doing a 
work the past year, and the results are now 
set forth in print.

_ the ravages of gum disease have been a little impatient 


because quicker progress has not been made in the study 
of this problem, but to those it Is now seeming that this 
impatience is premature, for there is great mystery sur- 
rounding many of our tree maladies, and the work of 
elucidation is necessarily slow 

The new bulletin is entitled “Gum disease of Citrus 
Trees,” and may be had free upon application to the 
Agricultural Experiment Station,. Berkeley. Instead of 
being an infectious allment, as we have been taught in 
the past, the bulletin shows that gumming is a consti- 
tutional derangement of the functions of the,tree. It 
is here classed with “Curly Top” of the beet, “California 
Vine Disease” of the grape, and “Yellows” of the aster. 
Primary weakness of the tree always exists back of 
gum disease of the citrus. I am afraid this demonstra- 
tion does not simplify matters, but it does clarify. Many 
are the thousands of dollars that have been wasted upon 


- femedies that are now known to be worthless if we ac- 


cept the savant’s idea that the disease is not infectious, 


and thousands of growers will breathe freer from the 
knowledge that gummosis is not going to jump from 
tree to tree and run like pear blight ail over the orchard, 
No fungus, bacterium or malignant organism can be 
found in a diseased citrus tree, and it is worth much to 
have this fact set forth conclusively by the university. 
A campaign against an invasion of any kind is best han- 
dled by first discovering the character of the attack that 
is expected, and this is the mission of Bulletin 200. This 
puolication also gives methods of resisting or preventing 


the actual attack. 


| The Convention Week. 


SI write these lines, the memories of the closing 
scenes of the State Fruit Growers’ Convention are 
vivid, and only a few hours old. The meeting had as- 
sembled on Thursday afternoon fully intending to close 


its work at noon upon the following day, but the discus- 


sion upon a fundamental principle in orchard practice 
had been shut off by another number of the programme, 


and the delegates were clamoring for another session. | 


Usually these conventions on the last day dwindie down 
to the very few who never miss a minute of the pro- 
ceedings, but the officers were not to witness such an 
ending this time. The delegates had demanded a full 
session Friday afternoon and about every one present 
promised to attend. They were there, and it was rain- 
ing heavily—dark and dreary times for a good turn-out. 
It was the fourteenth time the convention had been 
called to order, and what was the purpose of the meet- 
ing? The marketing of deciduous fruits, and especially 
grapes. Not a very live question to the fruit growers 
inhabiting the country for twenty-one years my home. 
But here it is a most burning question, and as the dark- 
ness of the afternoon settled over the hundred fruit 
growers gathered around a red-hot stove it was a scene 
as weird as it may be portentous to the people who are 
struggling with the same problems that were puzzling 
the citrus growers in the south a very few years ago. 

One man, who grows more Tokay grapes every year 
than could. be put into a half-dozen barns, had the floor 
the greater part of the afternoon. He had been selfing 
his fruit in his own way for years, but 10,000 acres of 
the same grape had been planted in the valley within 
the last few years, a syndicate was planning to plant a 
few hundred acres more this winter and hundreds of 
others were doing the same thing. A Superior Judge 
and grape grower had left the bench to read a paper 
upon the urgency of the situation, and every man pres 
ent was thinking of the past vear’s disasters and of the 
future. The “box trust,” whatever that is, was rounded 
up in great shape, and the statement was made that the 
orange growers were not afraid of the “box trust,” nor 
of any other like “incitdent’’ In their trade. The east- 
ern commission men were denounced and the railroads 
criticized for giving the orange men a rate of $1.15 and 
charging the grape men $1.45. It was a tense, helpful 
meeting, and closed at dark in this way: 


The man with the barnsful of grapes called the mana- 
ger of a coéperative concern “to the witness stand,” as 
he expressed it, and the witness was placed in a chair 
upon the platform, and he was there catechized the re- 
mainder of the uay. For two hours the delightful fel- 
lowship of the entire convention was forgotten, and 
these grape growers listened as if the life of their busi- 


“ness depended upon a solution of the distributive trou- 


bles that beset them. And it does, for these men have 
for the first time run up against a plenitude of Tokays, 


without any concerted means of exploiting the markets 


for this magnificent fruit among 90,000,000 of people. 
When the viticultural lawyer had exhausted the wit- 
ness he confessed that unless the grape growers organ- 
ized a general coéperative system the outlook was bad. 
Here the janitor turned on the lights, the meeting reluc- 
tantly adjourned and thus closed the Thirty-fifth State 
Growers’ Convention. .

Never 
throw the bait into the mouth of an open hole as the 
gopher is very likely to push the poison out along with 
a load of dirt and thus endanger the lives of farm an- 
imals. 

Your druggist may have these poisons put up in 
pellets scented with anise oil to attract the gophers. 
There are liquid preparations also to be mixed with 
grain that is afterward dried and dropped into the bur- 
rows with a spoon. You can poison raisins, pieces of 
potato or apple. :

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Light Wine Versus Whisky. 
|: those good people who are engaged in waging war 


against the “Rum Fiend” would only look a little at 
the practical side of things—at what may be accom- 
plished, instead of what they would like to accomplish— 


_if they would consent to approve of measures that would 


Jessen the present admitted evils of the liquor traffic, 
they certainly might accomplish far more good than 
they are likely to be able to do under the present policy. 

The human race will have some kind of a stimulant. 


If alcohol, in the shape of wine, beer and whisky is 


taken away, they will find it in some other form, such 
as Jamaica ginger, patent medicines, and other injurious 
compounds that are now widely consumed in so-called 
“prohibition” communities. Again, we note that in 
China, where a praiseworthy attempt is being made to 
suppress the use of opium, the natives are beginning to 
take to drinking whisky. 

We frequently read in the papers how people have been 
killed by drinking wood alcohol, because they have been 


deprived of an opportunity to obtain alcoholic bever-— 


ages. Coffee and tea, while not intoxicating, are purely 
stimulants, and are decidedly injurious to the health, 
when consumed regularly and in large quantities. 

One effort that would go far toward lessening the evils 
of the liquor traffic would be to encourage the consump- 
tion of pure light wines in place of fiery spirits. 

Here are some interesting facts, collected by the re- 
cently-formed California Grape Growers’ Association: 

“In Great Britain the total consumption of alcoholic 


liquors is thirty-eight gallons per capita per annum. 


The consumption of wine is less than one-half gallon 


‘per person per year. In the United States the total an- 


nual consumption of all alcoholic liquors in round num- 
bers is 1,600,000,000 gallons, or about twenty gallons per 
capita, while the total consumption of wine is about 
50,000,000 gallons per annum, or only a little more than 
one-half gallon of wine per person in a year. Such facts 
and figures tell their own story, and from them we may 
draw conclusions of practical interest and value. 

“In Italy the consumption of wine is thirty-four gal- 
lons per capita per annum, while the annual consump- 
tion of spirits is only one-half gallon per capita. 


* “While in the past our State Legislatures have aided 
us materially in eradicating disease and encouraging the 


turning of our worthless mountains into blossoming 


vineyards, the laws of California have never been as 
generous as the laws of many eastern States, where for 
years prohibition has been in the ascendent. 
ample, the State of Iowa, a prohibition State, passed a 
law which was subsequently approved by the Supreme 
Court, as follows: | 

“*That wines manufactured from grapes, currants, or 
fruit grown within this State are not included in the 
term intoxicating liquors.’ 

“The State of Tennessee has a constitutional inhibi- 
tion against the taxing of any article manufactured in 
the State, except for inspection fees. 

“The States of Georgia, Ohio, Alabama, and Texas all 
make provisions that the sale of wines manufactured 
from the products of their State shall not be prohibited 
within the State. | 

“While prohibition is gaining much headway in the 
Southern States, the prohibition to a great extent has 
not applied to the manufacture and sale of wines. 

“The Byrd License Law, which passed a few months 
ago in Virginia, while prohibiting spirits, allows the 
manufacture and sale of wines, and makes a distinction 
in the license for the sale of wines. The prohibition 
law, which goes in effect in North Carolina on January 1, 
1909, makes an exception in favor of the manufacture 
and sale of wines. The Shattuck Bill, which passed the 
Louisiana Legislature last June, makes the licenses for 
wines only one-half of the amount charged for liquors.” 

These arguments in regard to discriminating in favor 
of light wines do not hold as to the fortified sweet wines. 
These, from a hygienic point of view, are more harmful 
than pure spirits. 

, In England, about forty years ago, when Gladstone 
took the duty off light wines, an impetus was given to 


the consumption of French and Hungarian wines, which 


might be bought at the grocery stores for about 25 cents 
a quart bottle. About the same time there were estab- 
lished in London a number of “tiendas,” or Spanish 
wine shops, where Spanish and Portuguese wines could 
be purchased by the drink, the bottle, or the barrel, in- 
cluding many brands that until then were unknown to 
the Britishers. Such, for instance, as the crude Spanish 
sherry, about as unlike the strong sweet fortified wine 
as could be imagined, tasting like a heavy Riesling. 
There was recently a great industrial parade in Los 
Angeles four miles in length, including 300 floats and 
other vehicles. While beer and “soft drinks” were con- 
spicuously displayed upon these floats, it is a striking 
fact that there was no representation whatever of the 
California wine industry, one of the most important 
industries of the State, representing an annual output of 
over $10,000,000. If the winemakers are thus indifferent. 
how can it be expected that their industry should be 
able to compete with the breweries and the distilleries? 
However, they are beginning to wake up, and have re-

From a financial viewpoint an advantage of encourag- 
ing the use of California wines would be that millions 
of dollars now sent to Kentucky every year would re- 
main in California. 

Andrea Sbarboro is one of the leading wine growers of 
California. Not long ago Mr. Sbarboro addressed the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate, which was consid- 
ering the passage of the Littlefield Bill, prohibiting the 
shipment of wine and liquors from a free State into a 
prohibition State. He appeared on behalf of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, the Manufacturers’ 
and Producers’ Association of California, and the Pa- 
cific Coast Jobbers’ and Manufacturers’ Association. He 
proposed an amendment to the bill as follows: 

“Provided, however, that the natural fermented juice 
of the apple, the natural fermented juice of the grape 
and the natural fermented juice of other fruits not con- 


sidered under this act intoxicating liquors and are there- 
fore not subject to the provisions of this bill.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sbarboro’s address, Mr. Sims 
of Tennessee, who had proposed the bill, said: “I want. 
to say that we very much appreciate your coming here 
and making these remarks on this bill. I accept your 
opinions as being those of a serious, earnest man. I 
accept them as coming from a man with convictions.” 

Mr. Sbarboro—who has been made a “cavalier” by the 
King of Italy—recently published a handsomely illus- 
trated pamphlet entitled “The Fight for True Temper- 
ance.” In it he sets forth a number of arguments in 
favor of making a distinction between the sale of light 
wines and the sale of wines and liquors containing a 
large percentage of alcohol. 

Mr. Sbarboro quotes a number of communications 
written to him on this subject by eminent men. Here 
is one from William R. Wheeler, assistant Secretary of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, written on his 
return from a. where he had been on official busi- 
ness: 

“T am sseetiiaiate grateful to you for having inclosed 
your very able article on the subject of “True Temper- 
ance,” upon which I had already read many favorable 
comments and which I shall take the first opportunity 
to read. I well recall your request that while in Italy 
I make particular effort to spy out drunken men. I am 


tire month which I spent there I did not see one drunken 
man, notwithstanding the fact that wine is the national 
beverage and universally consumed. This confirmed the 
opinion previously conceived that Italy is, in truth, a 
temperance country. I myself am a strong believer in, 
and practitioner of, temperance, but not prohibition. 
The great trouble with many well-meaning people in 
our eountry is that’they do not discriminate between 
the two. I assure you, my dear @Mr. Sbarboro, that you 
shall at all times have my coéperation in your good 
work of preaching ‘the gospel of the grape.’” 

The following letter’ is from Martin Regensberger, 
president of the California State Board of Health: 

“In your paper entitled ‘Wine or Tea, That is the 
Question?’ you expressed sentiments which I have been 
advocating for years. If the people of this country were 
educated from babyhood up to drink wine, alcoholism 
would be a rare disease, as has been proven in wine- 
drinking countries. It is the forbidden fruit that 
tempts. In my experience, in families where the wine 
flows freely, drunkards are the exception, whereas many 
of the offspring of teetotalers and wine abhorrers who 
have not tasted alcoholics until they almost have grown 
to be men become drunkards.

Im McClure’s Magazine for December was an article 
entitled “The Solving of the Milk Problem,” by Samuel 
Hopkins Adams. In the course of this article the author 
said: | 

“Moreover, the bacilli of putrefaction, which are a fer- 
tile cause of diarrhoeal disorders, fairly hold revel of 
multiplication in pasteurized milk, whereas in raw milk 
they are kept under by the natural bacilli of the fluid, 
which fall an early prey to boiling. Finally, pasteurized 
milk causes scurvy, rickets, anaemia and malnutrition 
in children. In 1899 Sanitary Commission of Copen- 
hagen, in its experiments with samples of milk treated 
by this process, found that as a rule, by the time they 
reached the consumer, they were as rich in bacteria as 
ordinary milk, and that their bacteria averaged a greater 
efficiency for harm.” | 

Note that this does not refer to milk that has been 
sterflized, but pasteurized—that is to say, heated to 140 
or not to exceed 160 degrees. The editor of the Care of 
the Body has not criticised the use of pasteurized milk’ 
but has rather commended it, as being far less injurious 
than sterilized milk in which process the milk is heated 
to a much higher temperature.

They absorb 
noxious gases, and they furnish a grateful shade. Did 
you ever notice the difference between the shade of a 
spreading leafy tree and that of @ roof, ora tent? This 
difference explains why, as previously suggested here, a 
house formed of branches of cypress, or some other tree, 
is much better in every way than a tent. 

It is remarkable how many people there are who do 
not appear to appreciate the beauty and value of a shade 
tree. it is not uncommon to encounter a man who would 
deliberately cut down a beautiful live oak, several hun- 
dred years of age, for the sake of the few miserable dol- 
lars he gets for the cord wood. Such sordid natures 
are beyond the comprehension of those who admire the 
beauties of nature. 

In the city we see beautiful shade trees sacrificed for 
the sake of a few inches of glaring cement sidewalk, or 
to make an extra cut of a few feet we cut down beauti- 
ful trees and plant raw poles. Here and there you see a 

refreshing exception to this sort of vandalism. As, for 
instance, the magnificent live oak tree which stands in 
one of Pasadena’: finest thoroughfares. 


In Los Angeles the City Forester is aoing good work 
in protecting our shade trees and inducing the people to 
plant more. It is these beautiful shade trees, and the 
gardens full of luxurious foliage, that redeem Los An- 
geles from being an ugly city. Otherwise, it would not 
compare with some eastern cities, where nature has not 
been so lavish. Here nature has done everything for us, 
and we don’t half appreciate it. In the dismal alley of a 
New York tenement district, where not a blade of grass 
is to be seen, a woman will tenderly nurse a little puny 
stub of a geranium in a tomato can, while here, where 
geraniums riot over the roof of a house, we recklessly 
sacrifice beautiful trees that have stood for a quarter of 
a century or more. 


A striking instance of the value set upon trees in some 
European cities was furnished by an illustration and 
article published in the Sunday Times of November 29, 
- showing a big tree standing at the edge of the sidewalk 
on the corner of Cheapside and Wood street, in London. 
Cheapside is probably the busiest thoroughfare in the 
world. From morning to night the four rows of omni- 
buses, wagons, carriages, and automobiles craw! along at 
a snail's pace. Land here is worth $4,500,000 an acre. 
Yet here stands this tree, as it has stood for two centu- 
ries, since the site was a burial ground. The Mle store 
building underneath it is only two stories in height. 

This tree is a familiar object to the editor of the Care 
of the Body, although from the picture he would not 
have recognized it. as it has been closely trimmed. 
Recently. when some men appeared and began lopping 
off branches, there was aimost a riot, until the people 
were assured that their beloved tree was only to be 
trimmed, not cut down. It is a great sycamore, that puts 
out its leaves in the spring. A family of rooks had their 
nest in its branches. Their raucous cawing reminded 
one of village lanes, and contrasted strangely with the 
noises of a busy street. The ground floor of the two- 
story building was—and perhaps yet is—occupied by a 
stationery business, under the name of Passmore, whose 
sign was “Under the Tree.” When the editor of the 
Care of the Body was less than 15 years old, he began 
business life as an entry clerk in a wholesale lace house 
on Wood street, a couple of hundred feet from this tree. 
On Monday mornings, on his way to the store, he would 
frequently see the bodies of one or more men or women

The State Medical Board. 
C. REMONDINO, M.D., of San Diego, who has been 
practicing medicine in California for thirty-five 
years, recently gave an interview to the San Diego 
Union on the subject of the State Medical Board and 
the troubles into which it has plunged itself of late.

“The law, as administered, has been made to act in 
the most direct opposition to all modern or ancient sane 
educational principles. It has, although administered by 
a body of physicians, who mentally should have been 
sufficiently better educated in medicine, or at least suffi- 
ciently equipped_in their science, as to perceive and 
realize the utter folly of their actions, been made to 
antagonize every well-known, carefully-studied and ac- 
cepted psychologic educational principle. It has, by its 
benighted and utterly unscientific methods, as viewed 
from the standpoint of the psychologist and enlightened 
sociologist and educator, materially and most injuri- 
ously interfered with the proper education of those in- 
tended to become medical practitioners and surgeons, by 
the disturbance it has either caused or brought into 
practical and efficient teaching methods.
